failure to establish arid maintain programs of veterinarian care that use appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries (January 8, 2013) 

3.1 (c)(l)(i) Housing Facilities, General, Cleaning.... repeated failure to maintain surfaces 
which the dogs come in contact with impervious to moisture and free of excessive rust. 

3.1(e)(1)(H) Housing Facilities, Genera [....repeated failure to maintain surfaces free of 
jagged edges and sharp points that might injure the animals 

3.1(c)(3) Housing Facilities, General... .repeated failure to spot-clean daily and sanitize once 
every two weeks 

3.3(e)(l)(i) Sheltered Housing Facilities.. ..repeated failure to maintain indoor floor areas in 
contact with clogs impervious to moisture 

3.3(e)(1)(H) Sheltered Housing Facilities.... repeated failure to maintain outdoor floor areas in 
contact with dogs impervious to moisture, when the floor areas are not exposed to the direct sun, 
or are made of a hard materials such as wire, wood, metal, or concrete 


3.3(e)(l)(iii) Sheltered Housing Facilities..,. repeated failure to maintain surfaces in contact 
with dogs impervious to moisture 

3.4(b) Outdoor Housing Facilities, Shelter from the elements . . ..DIRECT. . . failure to 
provide shelter structures with adequate protection and shelter from the cold and heat; direct 
rays of the sun and direct effect of wind, rain and snow; wind break and rain break at the 
entrance; and additional clean, dry bedding when tire ambient the temperature is 50°F 
(November 26, 2012)
